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DECLARATION FOR THE UNITED STATES PATENT AND TRADEMARK OFFICE 

I, Andreas Tonscheidt, declare the following: 

I am an employee of Ericsson Eurolab Deutschland GmbH, having knowledge of 
the facts relating to the filing of the European Patent Application No. EP03009630-9 
("the Foreign Filing") filed April 29, 2003. 

The subject matter of the Foreign Filing was not under a secrecy order at the 
time it was filed abroad and it is not currently under a secrecy order. 

After it was discovered that the subject matter of the Foreign Filing may be have 
been partially developed in the United States, I diligently contacted U.S. patent 
attorneys and instructed them to pursue a retroactive license. Thus, a license for the 
subject matter of the European Application has been diligently sought after discovery of 
the Foreign Filing. 

The subject matter of the Foreign Filing was initially developed jointly by two 
German inventors residing in Germany. It is my understanding and belief that the 
German inventors developed their portion of the invention in Germany and consulted via 
telephone with a Taiwanese inventor residing in the United States. At the time that the 
European patent application was originally filed with the European Patent Office, it was 
my understanding and belief that the invention was conceived and developed solely by 
European inventors residing in Europe. At the time of filing I had discussed with the two 
German inventors whether further Swedish nationals residing in Sweden might have 
made a contribution to the subject matter but we finally decided that the subject matter 
originated from the German inventors only. Accordingly, based on such belief and 
understanding and without any deceptive intent, I made a determination to file the 
above patent application claiming the disclosed subject matter with the European Patent 
Office. 

After the European patent application was filed, the inventors agreed that the 
Taiwanese inventor had made amendments to the application via telephone and mail 
while residing in the United States and that, under U.S. law, the Taiwanese inventor 
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should have been included as a co-inventor Thus, it may be argued that part of the 
claimed invention was made in the United States. 

Because it was initially thought that the subject matter of the Foreign Filing was 
developed outside of the United States, there was no reason to request a license under 
35 U.S.C. 184. Thus, the material filed abroad was filed through error and without 
deceptive intent.
